An Experience In Canada Which May He 


Taken Advantage Of. 


Tho 17 year locusts aro here this 


year. Old time anglers have had experi- 
ence with this insect before, and those 
who are posted will bo ready to take ad- 
vantnga of their periodical appearance 
How the locusts may affect the fishing 
can bo judged by an experience 1 had 
in Canada ninny years ago I was fishing 
in n, stream near St. Thomas, Canada, 
in which I before had caught many fine 
small mouth bass. 


At one point, above a clam, there was 


a mill race, with a gate at the head of 
tho race. When the mill was running, 
this gate was open, and tho water rush- 
ed through on its way to the mill, a 
half nsiJo below. Many a fine string of 
bass had I caught below this gate, but 
nt the..timo I speak of I could not get n 
rise. I tried live minnows, crawfish and 
flics, but without success. Tho locusts 
wore everywhere. The bass, I noticed, 
wero rising to something that foil from 
the trees, and at last I saw they were 
locusts. This gave me the cue, and se- 
curing a number of locusts I soon had 
one on my hook. 


No sooner had it touched tho water 


than there was a rush, and I was playing 
a bronze backer. Within two Lours 1 
had caught 2? small mouth bass, al] 
nearly the same size, weighing a little 
over 1 yz pounds each. Going below the 
dam, 
where the water flowed over, ] 


gave it another trial with locusts, and 
thero 1 caught two three pounders. It 
•seemed ns if they wanted nothing but 
locusts that day, but later in the season 
they would not touch them. 


Should the locusts appear in large 


numbers this year, 1 will give them an- 
other trial whenever the opportunity of- 
fers.—T. B. in American Angler.

George D. MeGulloeh, a Presbyterian 
minister of St. Louis, said in deserio-

' It ia an instance of what municipal 


socialism can do in securing beauty, 
comfort, and profit, most economically. 
The benefit of this success, however, 
goes not to the people of the city, bat 
to one owner of it all. Such power, 
said he, is a mistake in oar free govern- 
ment and will always lead to friction 
and strife. The great enterprise was 
not a benevolent work; it was to make 
money. Its success from the money 
standpoint develops certain irritating 
conditions that ought to be considered. 


"(1) These laboring people believe 


that the only interest the management 
have in them is to make money out of 
them, There is sorely some reason for 
it when we are told that the Pullman- 
ites pay $2 15 per 1,000 feet for gas 
which costs the company only 33 cents. 
Again, while the company gets water 
for 4 cents per 1,000 gallons from the 
city of Chicago, it sell this water to the 
people for 10 cents, thereby making 
enough profit to get all the water 
needed for those great manufactories 
free of expense, the people paying the 
entire cost. 


"(2) 
Let us consider again that these 


laborers believe they are 
unjustly 


treated; that the laws administered 
now discriminate in favor of the rich 
man. Is there not some ground for the 
feeling?

make him a political issue can only be 
surmised.

THE GRAND JtfllY JUliPOKT. 


Tho report of the Grand Jury sub- 


mitted last evening is printed in an- 
other column. It paints tbe county 
jail in very dirty colors, and reccom- 
mends that a near one be built nt a 
cost not exceeding $10,000, and urges 
that the Commissioners take immed- 
iate steps for its erection. The jury 
after a careful investigation finds that 
the United States t/oops sent here 
were ordered by the President to take 
possession of the railroad right of way 
to carry out the provisions of the inter- 
state commerce act and transmit the 
mails, and that the acts of Colonel Po- 
land and his troops were in accordance 
with military law and usage. 


As proof that Colonel Poland and 


his troops, though ordered by the Pres- 
ident to take possession of the railroad 
right of way to carry out the provisions 
of the Interstate Commerce Act, did 
riot do so, the Jury finds that freight 
charges are higher from St. Louis, 
Mo., and Waukegan, 111., to Rono than 
to Sacramento, which is 155 miles far- 
ther from the shipping points.

The first location of the Wyoming 


company was made in 1872 in the form 
of a parallelogram 1,500 feet long and 
6 JO feet wide. This location has been 
worked for the past 40 years and dur- 
ing all this time the true source or di- 
rection of the vein remained doubtful. 


The statute gives a locator all he is 


entitled to and no more, and he is 
entitled to the result of his labor and 
expenditure. A locator can follow the 
vein having its apex within his own 
lines upon proof that it is his lead. 


The complaint sot up that whers 


patent gives the right to a lode it can- 
not be attacked by any collateral 
claim to a continuation of the lode ol 
other mining claimants. The respond- 
ents did not attack the patent of the 
complainants. 
The Land Office did 


not determine the course of tho lode 
in issuing the patent. The respondent 
had a right to show that the ore 
found was not a part of the vein 
claimed by complainant, but it had 
failed to do so. An injunction and 
accounting is ordered as prayed for. 


It is estimated that the amount in- 


volved in the suit is some $3,000,000 or 
more, and the Champion company had 
already paid soms $2,030,000 out in 
dividends, which largely came from the 
disputed ore.

GRAND JURY ROOM, Aug. 13,1894. 


To the lion. A. E. Cheney, Judge of thf 


District Coitit in and for the County of 
Washoe, State of Nevada:— 


We, your Grand Jury, beg to make 


the following additional report, to-wit: 


We find true bills against Henry 


Packard and 
for the crime of 


grand larceny. 


We have examined the county jail 


and find it in such a filthy condition 
that we strongly recommend the imme- 
diate and complete renovation of the 
same. To that end we- suggest. 1st— 
That there be at once a thorough 
cleaning and disinfection of the prem- 
ises of the jail, as the woodwork is so 
thoroughly infested with noxious ver- 
min and filch that it endangers the 
health and well-being of all who come 
in contact with it. 


The Grand Jury further finds that 


the present jail is inadequate in size 
and unsafe in construction for jail 
purposes of the county. Under present 
conditions, there are no means of sep- 
arating prisoners, or of separating 
small boys, who are sometimes under 
arrest, from the most hardened crimi- 
nals; nor is there any provision for 
confining female prisoners. 


The present jail, in all its aspects, is 


a disgrace to Washoe county. Former 
Grand Juries have recommended the 
building of a jail, and we most earn- 
estly renew the recommendation, and 
urge that the County Commissioners 
at once make arrangements for the 
erection of a first-class, commodious, 
graded jail, at a cost not to exceed 
about $10,OOJ, and the space no-v occu- 
pied for jail purposes can be utilized 
l-y the county for much-needed office 
and storage rooms. 


We have patiently and 
carefully 


investigated the various complaints 
arising out oC the late railroad strike, 
and, 
from the testimony taken, we flud 


the U. S. araiy was ordered by the 
Prusident of tho United States to take 
possession of the right of way of cer- 
tain railroads and ruu the trains so 
that the provisions of the Interstate 
Commerce act might be carried out 
and the mails transmitted. We find 
that the portion of the Central Pacific 
railroad in Washoe county was included 
in the aforesaid order, and that the, 
acts of Col. Polaad and his troops were 
in all particulars in accordance with 
military law anil usage, and in no way 
intended to menace or interfere with 
the civil affairs of the county, and that, 
all military exactions were confined to 
the railroad right of way mid deemed 
necessary by military law to prevent 
trespass upon or interference with 
railroad property. 


Several vexatious occurranoes arose 


out of tbe excitement incident to the 
strike aad the coining of the miltary 
forces, owing, in some cases, probably 
to the illy defined dead line, but no 
one was hurt, and we see no good rea- 
son for action on the part of this body. 


The Grand Jury, during its investi- 


gation, finds that the citizens of this 
county are charged unjust 
freight 


rates from Eastarn points to Reno, 
Washoe county, Nevada, as follows: 


We find that tbe rate on beer from 


St. Louis, Mo., to Sacramento, Cal., in 
carload lots is $1 10 per 100 pounds, 
the distance being 2,288 miles. The 
same to Reno $1 80 per 100 pounds, the 
distance being 2,133 miles. It costs 
$140 more for a car to Reno, Nevada, 
than to Sacramento, California. We 
also find that the rate on barbed wire 
from Waukegan, 111., to Sacramento, 
Cal, in carload lots is $98 80 and the 
same to Reno, Nov., $291 45, the freight 
having to pass through Reno, Nov., to 
Sacramento, Cal., over the Central Pa- 
cific railroad.

pended in this State, thereby allowing 
the said railroad company to charge 
the people of this State for service 
never performed. We, therefore, call 
the attention of our Senators and 
Member of Congress to this unjust 
exactment on tho part of said railroad 
company, «.nd request them to use 
their best endeavors to require the 
Interstate Commission to have the 
fourth section of said act put in opera- 
tion in Washoe county, State of Nevada. 
Tbe items herein specifled are only a 
few of the many that have been pre- 
sented to us for investigation. 


The special committee appointed to 


examine into the condition of the 
water supplied to the people of Reno, 
and the condition of the immediate 
sources of such supply, to-wit: the 
reservoirs of the water company and 
the ditches leading to the same, beg 
leave to report as follows: 


7—The reservoir from which 
the 


water is piped to town is full of weeds 
and is otherwise in an unclean condi- 
tion. The strainage of the water in 
this reservoir is defective and there is 
no attempt made here or elsewhere to 
filter the water. 


2—The water is not properly strained 


before reaching the Settler reservoir, 
from which the water passes into the 
first named reservoir, and this reser- 
voir is not in a cleanly condition. 


3—The wooden box which conveys 


the water from the ditch to the rser- 
voirs ia partly underground, and where | 
so placed there is much unclean sur- 
face water which, in the opinion of the I 
committee, seeps into the box and soj 
into the water used for domestic pur- 
poses in the town; and the ditch carry- 
ing the water to this box is lined with 
weeds, many of which are growing in 
it, whilo at places along it cattle, horses 
and sheep have free access to it, often 
standing and drinking therein, and 
thus contributing filth to the water, as 
appeared from the evidence before the 
Grand Jury. 


Such conditions ought not to exist. 


They are, in the judgment of your 
committee, the causes that make Reno's 
water supply a menace to the health of 
the community, as the physicians be- 
fore the Grand Jury as witnesses testi- 
fied that it is—the causes that make it, 
as the chemist before the Jury testified, 
"absolutely unfit to drink," 


We were directed to suggest a remedy 


for the evil of impure water, or to 
make such recommendations as we 
might deem essential in the premises. 
We, therefore, recommend that th9 
Board of Health, whose duty it is to 
attend to such matters, be urgently 
requested to take immediate steps to 
have reservoirs, ditches, etc., cleaned, 
proper strainage secured and an effect- 
ive filter put in if necessary, to the end 
that the water supplied to the people 
of Reno may be reasonably pure and 
no longer "a menace to the health of 
said people." These recommendations 
are directly in line with the views of 
all authorities on water supyly. 


If. the Board of Health have not the 


necessary power no./ to enforce these 
reforms, the County Commissioners 
should give them such power without 
delay. 


Your committee find that the amount 


of water supplied is, for at least half of 
the Spring, Summer and Autumn, in- 
sufficient. 


We append Professor Wilson's analy- 


sis of the water here as a part of our 
report. [Prof. Wilson's report is quite 
lengthy and is omitted from this issue, 
but will be pulished later.—ED.]

SHIP BUILDIVa IN 1893. 


The statistics of the Bureau of Navi- 


gation show that during the fiscal year 
ending June 3D, 1894, there were built 
and officially numbered in the United 
States 538 wooden sailing vessels, ag- 
gregating 37,719 tons, and 308 wooden 
steam vessels of 41,153 tons. During 
the same period there were built three 
iron or steel sailing vessels, aggregat- 
ing 4,750 tons and 45 iron or steel steam 
vessels, aggregating 47,776 tons. The 
sailinst vessels, wooden and iron, aggre- 
gate 611 in number and 42,480 tons in 
measurement, and the steam vessels, 
Iron and wooden, aggregate 353 in 
numbaranl measured 51,931 tons. The 
total number of vessels built was 894, 
with a measurement of 131,391 tons.

EUREKA, Nov., Aug. 7,1894. 


To the Editor of the Eureka Sentinel. 


Two years ago over sevea thousand 
citizens of Nevada, Republicans and 
Democrats, convinced that the national 
platforms of both 
Republican and 


Democratic parties were insincere and 
simply framed to catch the votes of the 
silver voters of the South and West 
and the goldbug voters of the North 
and East, and that both of the old 
parties were controlled by Wall street 
and the natk nal banks upon the silver 
question, with a spontaniety seldom 
witnessed in political matters resolved 
thereafter to act independently of pre- 
vious political affiliations, and for the 
beat interests of Nevada. 


In pursuance of this resolution they

FIRE PROOF VAULT 


In the basement of one of the larger 
buildings. Tne vault is bjilt of good 
brick, the wall being 13 inches thick, 
then an air chamber of four inches all 
around, and the inside lined with 
heavy steel. The floor is iron and the 
top or roof is well protected, A heavy 
door with combination and time lock 
secures the entrance. It is fitted up 
inside with pigeon holes, shelves and 
drawers conveniently arranged in size 
and shape, to ret-eive books, bills, 
vouchers, reports and blanks of all 
kinds. All of the records of the Uni- 
versity can be safely stored without 
danger of fire or burglary, and it is an 
improvement that is very necessary. 
He has also just completed a 


FIBB AL \BM SYSTEM, 


Consisting of magneto-bell boxes one 
of which is placed in each building. 
These are connected with the engine 
house on Commercial Row by wire 
and in case of fire at the University 
an alarm can be turned in that starts 
a large gong ringing at the fire house, 
that will continue its clanging until 
some one stops it. A large hydrant 
has been placed at a central point in 
the rear of the University buildings. 
The pressure of the water is about 40 
pounds to the square inch. This is 
preferable to a cistern, as the engine 
can couple on, and instead of wasting 
power through suction the water is 
forced iato the chamber under pres- 
sure, and all the power can be utilized 
in throwing the three or four streams 
that can be used if neocessary. The 
whole arrangement is complete and 
the cost comparatively trifling. Had 
a fire ever occurred at the University 
it could have reached great head-vay 
before a person could have come to 
town and given an alarm aad the nec- 
essary delay of getting the fire appara- 
tus on the ground. As it is now the 
alarm can be given at the engine house 
immediately upon the discovery of a 
flre, and when the steamers arrive 
there everything is ready to begin 
work.
